The Curiosities of Figures. 


Ina former issue we took occasion to refer 
briefly io the interesting pamphlet compiled 
hy John H. Carmany, entitled “A Review of 
the Mining, Agricultural and Commercial in- 
terests of the Pacific States for year 1866,” 
‘and to extract liberally from it. We promised 
to return to the subject at an early day. The 
gnodest pamphlet not only presents facts and 
figutes of value to the statistician, but abounds 
in much useful information to the general 

It is curious to note the influence which the 
civil war had on the direction of what is 
termed ‘‘the money drift.” Capital is as sen- 
sitive to danger as the pith-ball is to electrici- 
ty. The presence of a single privateer—the 
Alabarna—on the Atlantic turned almost the 
whole tide of treasure from New York and 
Eastern homé-ports to England, and one 
might almost read the history of our civil war 
from the figures of the currency movement. 
A statistician could take the treasure tables 
civen in the book before us and mark the 
commencement of our National troubles and 
their final close. Let us see what the figures 
RAV. 

During the twelve years from 1854 to 1866 
inclusive there was shipped from San Fran- 
cisco in treasure, the enormous sum of $610;- 
086,154. The largest amount during any one 
year was $55,707,201, in 1864; the smallest 
being 540,676,758, in 1861. These shipments 
of treasure were made to cancel indebtedness 
mainiy due in Eastern home-ports for articles 
there purchased und imported into the Pacific 
States. From 1854 to 1861 inclusive the bulk 
of the treasmre went to our home Atlantic 
ports and ranged from thirty to upwards of 
forty millions of dollars, the highest being 
$46,533,166, in 1854; the lowest $32,628,011. 
During the three years preceding the war, 
and the nppearance of the Alabama in the 
Atlantic, the exports of treasure to England 
Were as follows: 


Here the current suddenly changes. The 
‘vur clouds loomed up. The rebellion was 
gathering strength, The pirate was afloat. 
American bottonis were threatened with cap- 
ture on the high seas. Instead, therefore, of 
out treasare continuing to flow towards New 
York,- direct in American sbips, it was diverted 
at Aspinwall to the English steamers and took 
the roundabout course to Southampton, Eng- 
land. ‘The exports to England took a sudden 
bound as the figures show. The treasure 
shipment to that country from San Francisco 
after 1861 was as follows: 


While during the same years the shipment 
to Eastern home-ports fell (in round numbers) 
down to twenty-six millions, ten millions, and 
thirteen millions respectively. In 1866, the 
war being closed and the Alabama and her 
- egnsorts driven from the ocean, the old state 
of things resumed their sway, and we shipped 
to Eastern ports 329,244,591, and our treasure 
to England fell off to $6,532,208, the normal 
condition of trade. 

One of the most striking evidences of the 
healthfal growth of the Pacific States is de- 
rived from the figures showing that while the 
trensare product has not materially diminished, 
the export of merchandise (mainly home pro- 
ducts of agricultpre or manufacture) steadily 
juereases. The total merchandise exports in 


1864, thirteen millions: 1865, fourteen mil- 
lions; 1866, seventeen millions. As showing 
the relative amount of foreign and domestic 
trade there was paid for freights alone at San 


which $4,787,564 was on imoports from domes- 
tic Atlantic ports, and 21,929,958 from foreign 
ports. - 

The receipts of treasure at San Francisco 
through regular public channels, the records 
of which are accessible, in 1866, amounted to 
$52,691,653, while the exports were only $44,- 
364,393, showing a guin of 58,327,260 retained 
in the country, while in 1864 California ex- 
ported treasure amounting to nearly halfa 
million more than her receipts, draining the 
country to that extent to pay for importations. 
Qn the whole the ‘‘Review” proves that the 
Pacific States are advancing rapidly and sure- 
ly in all the elements of enduring prosperity.
